Abolish Capital Punishment ... 


Gavernor Brown is calling the legis- 
lature into a special session next week 
to take another look at California’s bar- 
barie death penalty. 

Many of the legislators will be en- 
tering the law making chambers with 
closed minds. Unfortunately, the entire 
discussion of abolishing the death pen- 
alty will be influenced by the Chessman 
Case. 

A United Press International sur- 
vey of legislators conducted last week 
on abolishing capital punishment tal- 
lied — Senate: 15 against, 8 for, 5 no 
stand; Assembly: 23 against, 14 for, 5 
no stand. There is little indication of a 
change. 

The Governor has received much 
criticism sinee granting the convict-au- 
thor a 60-day reprieve. This is not sur- 
prising sinee there were both voices 
protesting the ‘‘murder’’ of Chessman, 
and voices calling for his death. 

The State Hornet feels that the Gov- 
ernor acted correctly, although he used 
careless reasoning for granting the stay 
of execution.
